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REMARKS 

The renumber of claims by the Examiner is acknowledged with 
appreciation. The listing of claims herein follows the Examiner's helpful 
renumbering. The dependencies of dependent claims have been corrected to 
reflect the renumbering. 

Responsive to the requirement for restriction, applicants hereby elect the 
claims of Group II, namely, composition claims 37-73, for examination in the 
instant application. Non-elected claims 1-36 are hereby canceled without 
prejudice to, or disclaimer of, applicants rights to prosecute the subject matter 
thereof in an appropriate divisional patent application. 

Responsive to the requirement for election of a specific composition, 
applicants hereby elect the composition wherein ingredient (i) is (+)-(2R,3R)-l- 
dimethylamino-3-(3-methoxyphenyl)-2-methylpentan-3-ol hydrochloride, and 
ingredient (ii) is the anti-muscarine agent oxybutinin. The elected compound of 
ingredient (i) falls under Group c) of claim 37 and corresponds to the 
hydrochloride salt of a compound of formula I in which R 1 represents an ethyl 
group; R 2 represents a methyl group; R 3 , R 9 , R 11 , R 12 and R 13 each represent 
hydrogen, RIO represents a methoxy group, and X represents a hydroxyl group. 
Claims 37, 39-41, 48-51, 54-57 and 71-73 are considered to read on the elected 
composition. 

To expedite further examination of the application, the Examiner may 
wish to consider further restriction of the application along the lines of Groups 
a), b), c), d) and e) of claim 37.
